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IN THE CLAIMS: 



Please cancel all claims (claims 1-15), and add the following new claims: 

16. A method of time-tracking a plurality of instances of a data value modulated 
onto a signal, the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) demodulating each instance of the modulated signal to produce a set of 
possible data value representations; 

(b) combining the sets of possible data value representations; and 

(c) using the combined set to time-track at least one instance. 

17. The method of claim 16, wherein the representations comprise energy values. 

18. The method of claim 16, wherein the representations comprise Walsh codes. 

19. Apparatus time-tracking a plurality of instances of a data value modulated onto 
a signal, the apparatus comprising: 

(a) means for demodulating each instance of the modulated signal to 
produce a set of possible data value representations; 

(b) means for combining the sets of possible data value representations; and 

(c) means for using the combined set to time-track at least one instance. 

20. The method of claim 19, wherein the representations comprise energy values. 

21. The method of claim 19, wherein the representations comprise Walsh codes.
